In accordance with the Open Meeting Law, on notion by Conm ssioner Short, seconded by Commi ssioner Bond, which notion duly
carried, Chairman Gall oway ordered that the agenda for the May 25, 1999, neeting be approved.

PUBLI C COMVENTS

Robert Metz, 4360 Del Paso Drive, Reno, stated that he is appearing again for the health and safety of his child; that in 1995
there was a Grand Jury investigation against Social Services because 11 children had died in a 4-year period; and that since that
report, 9 more children have died and over 150 have been abused whil e under the supervision of Social Services, indicating to him
that there is a real problemin Washoe County, which has to stop. He stated that he has filed conplaints seeking the renoval from
of fice of May Shelton and M ke Capello; and that he will be filing a petition for a Grand Jury investigation of the County

Commi ssi on and Soci al Services for the abuse and neglect of children of Washoe County. He stated that his son has been abused and
negl ected for two and half years, which Social Services' records indicate, and that he holds the Board responsible and charges the
Commi ssioners with deliberate abuse and neglect of his three and a half year old child.

Sam Dehne, a Reno citizen, stated that he read in the newspaper that citizens wishing to speak concerning the airport itemtoday
will only be given a total of 15 minutes and noted that according to the Open Meeting Law each citizen is allowed 3 mnutes. He
al so conmented on the Board's reappointnment of a representative to the Airport Authority Board of Trustees w thout consideration
of his application and advised that he has filed conpl ai nts agai nst each Board nmenber with the Attorney Ceneral. M. Dehne al so
expressed opposition and concern regarding the City of Reno annexation program

In response to Chairman Gal | oway, Madel yn Shi pman, Assistant District Attorney, advised that there is no | egal requirenent for
i nput on any itemon the agenda that is not scheduled as a public hearing; and that whether or not to take public coment, and how
much, on all other itens is at the pleasure of the Board.

On notion by Conm ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Conmi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carried, Chairman Gall oway ordered that the
m nutes of the regular neeting of April 20, 1999, be approved.

99- 494 APPEARANCE - KRYS BART, EXECUTI VE DI RECTOR, Al RPORT AUTHORI TY OF WASHOE COUNTY - PROPOSED POSTAL SERVI CE AND Al R CARGO
EXPANSI ON

Chai rman Gal |l oway stated that because they have received so many comments and letters concerning the airport's proposed expansi on
for the U.S. Postal Service mail hub, and at the request of Conm ssioner Sferrazza, the Board requested that Krys Bart, Executive
Di rector, Washoe County Airport Authority, provide an update and status report on same. Noting that he has received requests to
speak from 25 individuals, he further clarified that this item was not schedul ed as a public hearing because the Board of County
Commi ssioners is not the agency that has statutory authority over the decisions that will be made concerning this matter; and, in
light of that fact, the manner in which he would like to proceed is, after Ms. Bart's presentation, he will call for some public
i nput, especially fromthose representing groups such as honmeowner's associations, etc. The Chairnman explained that not all 25
people will be allowed to speak for 3 m nutes each because the Board does have tine certain public hearings schedul ed for today,
as well as a good deal of business to take care of, and because of the Board's limted authority on this matter.

Ms. Bart explained that on April 20, 1999, the Board of Trustees of the Washoe County Airport Authority did conduct a public
heari ng, which was agendi zed and noticed as such, to consider giving her the authority to negotiate and enter into contracts to
prepare the site for the U.S. Postal Service facility, which that Board did direct her to do. She enphasized that if it were not
for these contracts, this would have been treated the sane as if any other carrier were adding flights, but that the Airport

Aut hority really did go the extra mile in publicizing this and receiving public input.

Ms. Bart had previously distributed a briefing folder and stated that several copies of same were also left on the table in the
back of the room for those interested. She stated that the Postal Service was |ooking for a new location for their Western Network

Sorting Hub to replace their current facility in Gakland; that as a sorting facility, this will be designed to sort nmail from
pl ane-to-pl ane, plane-to-truck, and truck-to-plane; that geographically, Reno is the perfect location for this operation; that
having this facility here will provide Northern Nevada with trenendous econom c opportunities; and that operations will begin on

August 28th. She then went through the briefing fol der, page-by-page highlighting significant items. Ms. Bart stated that there
will be three daytine flights sonetinme between 9:00 a.m and 11:00 a.m, Mnday through Saturday and eight nighttime flights

bet ween m dni ght and 2: 00 a.m, five days a week; and that because of the concerns voiced by the public about the 727's, they have
asked the Post Ofice to specify Stage-3 aircraft in their Request for Proposals to the carriers and the Post O fice has done so.
She did caution, however, that there is a likelihood there will be 727's which are either re-engined or fitted with hush-kits,
which are legally perm ssible, and there is nothing the Airport Authority can do to prohibit any aircraft that neets the federa
law fromflying in or out of the Reno-Tahoe International Airport (RTIA), nor can they restrict the times of the flights.

Ms. Bart then explained the location and details of the tenporary facilities that will be constructed, as well as the plans for
the permanent site, that will house the sorting operation, and the apron and ranp expansions. She further stated that there is a
bal ance between econonics and growmh for a community versus the living environnment for a community that airports have to achieve;
and that this expansion provides the perfect opportunity for themto anmend the Federal Aviation Regulation Part 150 Noise
Conpatibility Program which will enable themto purchase permanent noise nonitoring equi pnent and work collectively with the area
residents, the business community, the airlines, etc., to identify additional noise mtigation neasures and insul ation prograns
and to establish new procedures that all carriers would then have to follow. M. Bart concluded by stating that they have
schedul ed a community neeting for June 23, 1999, at the Peppernm |l with the Airport Noise Advisory Panel and the Citizens Qutreach
Committee, at which tine they will be able to denpnstrate to the community what the real inpact of the noise is going to be.

Ms. Bart and Airport Planni ng Manager Tony Vagel atos then responded to several questions fromthe Conmm ssioners regarding the



different types of planes, arrival and departure tines, total nunber of cargo flights, effectiveness of the hush kits on the
727's, why a curfew cannot be enacted, etc.

Chai rman Gall oway then read into the record the list of nanmes of people who had previously submtted witten comments to the Board
concerning this matter and noted that those letters would be made a part of the record. He then stated that he would first call on
those who were speaking for a group. The follow ng individuals then addressed the Board:

Chai rman Gall oway noted that it had been over an hour since this discussion started and stated that, unless his fell ow Board
menbers wanted to hear additional testinony, there would be no further public coment. Sam Dehne continued to protest this
decision fromthe audi ence until the Chairman told himthat if he did not cease disrupting the neeting, he would have hi mrenpved.

A | engt hy Board di scussion ensued during which tinme it was determined that the follow ng i ssues need to be addressed by the
Airport Authority:

1. Is the 727 with the inexpensive hush kit and a throttle |linmtation safe for the altitude here or could the Airport Authority
declare that that does not neet the Stage 3 requirenent?

2. Can the speed of the Part 150 Program be accel erated?

3. The Washoe County Airport Authority Board of Trustees should conduct a full-scale public hearing before finalizing all of this.
4, WIl the Airport Authority have any control over the contract carriers regarding safety, noise, pollution, etc., since that

contract will be between the carrier and the USPS? Can the Airport Authority provide information regarding the safety record of
t he chosen carrier?
5. Exactly how many flights per day will there be; how nany extra flights will there be during holiday seasons; and the arriva

and departure times of each flight?
6. What are the exact noise |evels; does the airport noise affect property values; and if so, how nuch?

Commi ssi oner Sferrazza asked whet her the Board of County Conmm ssioners has the legal authority to instruct, direct, or request
that the County appointees to the Airport Authority Board of Trustees not support having a USPS express nmil hub at the Reno-Tahoe
International Airport. Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi prman stated that the Conmi ssioners do not have the authority to direct nenbers of
anot her board concerning a specific decision or vote.

Ms. Bart responded to some of the Board's questions stating that she would advise her Board of the County Commi ssioners' concerns



regardi ng conducting a public hearing. Wth respect to the carrier, Ms. Bart stated that the FAA regulates all aircraft; that the
Airport Authority has no jurisdiction in regulating aircraft; that she can and will check with the other USPS hub airports to see
if there have been any safety issues, violations or other problens; and that she can and will get the safety record of the chosen
carrier. She further stated that all aircraft are regularly inspected by the FAA and any aircraft that is not safe is grounded.

Conmi ssi oner Sferrazza stated that he has a problemwith the statenent that all aircraft are safe operating out of the airport and
recall ed the plane crash that occurred several years ago because an aircraft had not been properly maintained. He then noved that
t he WAshoe County Board of Comm ssioners request that the nenbers of the Washoe County Airport Authority Board of Trustees

appoi nted by the County oppose the contract. The notion died for |lack of a second.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comn ssioner Bond, seconded by Chairnman Gall oway, which notion duly carried, the Board
requested that the County's appointees to the Washoe County Airport Authority Board of Trustees:

1. Provide for a public hearing on the proposed USPS Hub operation

2. Address the concerns regarding safety and noi se issues;

3. Do further investigations concerning the chosen carrier and as necessary to answer questions and issues raised by the citizens;
and

4. Provide feedback to the County Comm ssioners;

prior to meking any further contractual commtnments or their final decision on this matter.

In response to Board questions raised previously, Don Young, Departnent of Conmunity Devel opnent, distributed copies of the Table
of Uses showing that in all of the various zoning designations within the County, utility services use types do require specia

use permt approval. He also provided information concerning typical |ot sizes for various uses and responded to further questions
of the Board.



The Chai rman opened the public hearing by calling on anyone wi shing to speak for or against adoption of said O dinance. There
bei ng no response, the hearing was cl osed.

Commi ssi oner Sferrazza expressed a concern that the utility conpanies could misuse this ordinance to reduce | ot sizes for anything
t hey m ght build.

Legal Counsel Madelyn Shipman stated that the intent of this ordinance is to provide for the infrastructure needs of utilities.
Chai rman Gal | oway suggested adding the word "infrastructure" to Section 110.404. 10--Reductions in Size, inline 3, so that it
woul d read "Parcels created for public agencies and for infrastructure for utilities regulated...." Conm ssioner Sferrazza stated
that he felt adding "for utility services" would be better. M. Shipman stated that change woul d be acceptabl e.

On notion by Conm ssioner Shaw, seconded by Conmmi ssioner Bond, which nmotion duly carried with Commi ssioner Sferrazza voting "no,"
Chairman Gal | oway ordered that Ordi nance No. 1065, Bill No. 1241, entitled, "AN ORDI NANCE AMENDI NG CHAPTER 110 OF THE WASHOE

On notion by Conm ssioner Bond, seconded by Conm ssioner Shaw, which nmotion duly carried, Chairmn Galloway ordered that approva
of subject application be formally recomended to the Nevada State Engi neer

99- 498 RECLASSI FI CATI ONS OF EXI STI NG CLASSES - ESTABLI SH NEW CLASSES - HUMAN RESOURCES

Joanne Ray, Director of Human Resources, responded to questions raised at Caucus stating that sone of the recomended

recl assifications were handl ed by Personnel and some were done by Personnel Concepts, Inc.; that Personnel Concepts basically
foll owed the same net hodol ogy as Personnel, which is job ranking and position conparison; and that they both worked closely with
t he department heads.

The Board then asked numerous questions of several of the departnent heads including JimBegbie, Acting District Health Officer,
Dave Roundtree, Public Wrks Director, Matt Beckstedt, MS Director, and Robert Sellnman, Director of the Community Devel opnent
Department, who explained their justifications for reclassifying certain enployees.

Commi ssi oner Sferrazza asked whether all of these positions are outside of |abor groups. Ms. Ray stated that all of these
positions are represented; that she has worked with Bob Burdick of the Washoe County Enpl oyees Association; and that WCEA is in
agreement with these reclassifications. Comm ssioner Sferrazza asked why this is not part of the negotiation process. Ms. Ray
responded that for new classifications and salary ranges she does work with the enpl oyees' associ ations.



Chai rman Gall oway stated that he detected a concern that some of these people are at the top of their current range and this is
the way to get a raise. He noted that these reclassifications should only happen because soneone is perform ng additional duties
that the County needs performed. Ms. Ray agreed and stated that all of the departnents are experiencing growh and have been
required to take on new prograns. County Manager Katy Sinon also pointed out that not all of the requests for reclassifications
that were submitted during the budget process were approved for submittal to the Board.

Conmi ssi oner Bond stated that she is confortable that this has been thoroughly scrutinized by everybody and that if the County
wants to provide services, it has to pay the enployees who are doing the work. She then noved to approve the recomrended

recl assifications and salary ranges, as outlined in the agenda nenorandum pl aced on file with the Clerk. The notion was seconded
by Comnmi ssi oner Shaw. Upon call for the vote, the notion carried unaninmously, and it was so ordered.

99- 499 EMPLOYEE CLASSI FI CATI ON AND COVPENSATI ON STUDY - HUMAN RESOURCES

Joanne Ray, Human Resources Director, stated that she is recomendi ng that the HayGroup be engaged to inplenment a new point factor
enpl oyee classification systemw thin the County, which would be much nore effective than the current job ranking--position
conmpari son system She reviewed the pros and cons of different types of nethodol ogi es studied by staff and stated that she
bel i eves having a consultant do the initial classification and conpensation study and then train an enpl oyee conmittee in the new
process woul d be the best and npbst cost-effective way to get to a nore objective and consistent method for future

recl assifications and determn ning appropriate sal ary ranges.

She further stated that the enployee committee would be conprised of representatives fromthe Human Resources Departnent, various
ot her departnments, managenent and the bargaining units. Ms. Ray al so reviewed the proposals received fromthe consulting firnms who
responded to the Request for Proposal and stated that the HayGroup is being recormmended because they have extensive public sector
experience and the point factor/team approach is their specialty. She stated that the Washoe County Enpl oyees Associ ati on attended
a presentation and is in agreement with this recommendati on; and that she received a letter fromthe Nurse's Association

i ndi cating their support of this approach

Noti ng the proposed costs of $200, 000, or $245,000 if judicial enployees are included, Comm ssioner Sferrazza asked who will
determ ne whether judicial enployees are included. Ms. Ray stated that Juvenile Probation, District Court and Reno Justice Court
have expressed interest in being included, but no one has yet nmade a firm comr tnent regarding participation. Conm ssioner
Sferrazza asked if the Board can order that everyone be included. Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman advi sed that the Board cannot
force the judicial branch to participate but if they did participate, the Board would be able to gain sone very good infornmation
whi ch woul d enable themto better assess the budgets. Conm ssioner Sferrazza stated that he thinks the study should include
everyone.

Chai rman Gall oway stated that he would like to see the process of point ranking a job and how the financial value of a job is
conpared to the market.

Nevil | e Kenni ng, The HayGroup, stated that the value of the proposed systemis that it takes into consideration both interna
equity and external conpetitiveness of all County positions; that the County's current systemresults in a ratcheting affect
because of the "squeaky wheel " syndrone; and that the key advantage of the point factor nethod is that it addresses the issue of
how jobs are paid relative to each other within the County, which will slow down the flow of reclassification issues that cone to
t he Board.

He then responded to questions of Board nenbers regarding the specifics of the point factor and Chairman Gall oway indicated that
he definitely needed nore information

Katy Sinmon, County Manager, stated that it would probably be best to go through the specific details in a workshop. M. Kenning
stated that the point factor systemw |l give the County a comon | anguage by which to express decisions on job classifications.

Bob Burdi ck, WCEA, expressed support for the point factor system

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on nmotion by Comr ssioner Sferrazza, seconded by Commi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carri ed,

anmendnents whi ch authorize |ocal governments to establish criteria to assure conpatibility of color, roofing, siding, etc.
consistent with other hones in the imediate area; any el evated foundation woul d have to be architecturally masked; and they nust
be a m ni mum of 1200 square feet and pernanently affi xed.

Katy Sinon, County Manager, reported that Leonard Pugh, Juvenile Services, received a call fromthe Legislative Counsel Bureau
aski ng whether the County would be willing to take the $3-million allocation for the new juvenile detention facility in 2001 as
